FURNISH PACT FOES 


Senator Hitchcock Opens 
Attack for Democrats, 
While G. O. P. Irrecon- 
eilables Add Voices.

Washington, March 2.—Fire on the 
four-power Pacifie treaty was opened 
in the senate today from both repub- 
lican and democratic quarters when 
it was called up. The debate, how- 
ever, was declared to be only a skir- 
mish, with the real fighting set for 
next week. 

Declarations against the four-power 
treaty were delivered today ba Senator 
Hitchcock, of Nebraska, ranking demo- 
erat on the foreign relations commit- 
tee, and Senators Borah, of Idaho, and 
France, of Maryland, republican “ir- 
reconcilables” in the Versailles treaty 
fight. Senator Hitchcock, who sup- 
ported the Yap treaty, said he would 
vote for the naval limitation and Chi- 
nesé treaties also, but would not sup- 
r tt the Pacific pact unless it was 
' matérially changed. Senators Borah 
France declared their uncompro- 
/ wising opposition to the Pacific treaty. 


Opposition Surprised. 
Plans of republican leaders for pro- 


ceeding with the four-power ‘treaty ap- 
parently surprised the opposition. 
When it and its supplément, the latter 
defining the scope of the territory em- 
braced, were laid before the senate, 
Senator Lodge, of Massachusetts, re- 
publican leader, proposed that their 
consideration be deferred at least until 
tomorrow, unless some senator desired 
+> discuss the treaties. Mr. Lodge said 
he did not desire t force“ action, 
and said, he would not open the debate, 
but intended to hear first from the op- 
. oA sition, .Senator Hitchcock, who is 
ds de absent a few days, therefore took 
e ‘ and launched the attack. 
. Nebraska senator declared that 
the treaties constitute an “alliance” 
und he also criticised vigorously the 
apparent secrecy surrounding. their 
" negotiation. It appeared, he declared, 
that the prnicipal object was to aid 
Great Britain in getting rid of the 
Anglo-Japanese alliance. 
_ Advocates Reservation. 
A reservation, proposed in the for- 
tign relations committee's delibera- 
tions by Senator Brandegee, repub- 
lican, Connecticut, was advocated by 
Senator Hitchcock. He proposed in- 
sertion, either by amendment or res- 
ervation, of the word “unprovoked” 
in the obliggtion clause. Without 
this change, he said he could not sup- 
port the treaty, asserting that the 
United States should be obligated un- 
der the treaty only in case of un- 
“provoked aggression against the signa- 
‘tory powers. 
Senator Borah said that the alleged 
defect could not be cured either by 
reservation or amendment and Senator 
France declared the treaty would 
bring America into a “terrible war,” 
Mr. France also declared that the 
democrats would receive “their award 
at the hands of the American people” 
if they stood fast against ratifica- 
tien. He added that he would not 
attempt concealment of the hope that 
| this would result.

Washington, March 2.—A compro- 
mise soldiers’ bonus plan under which 
the cash feature would be eliminated 
where the former service men would 
be erftitled to more than $50 adjusted 
service pay was agreed upon today 
tentatively, but unanimously, by a 
special subcommittee of the republican 
members of the house ways and means 
committee. 

In the nature of a substitute, for 
the discarded cash feature there woulo 
be added to the adjusted service cer- 
tificate title a provision which would 
enable the men selecting the certificate 
option to obtain immediately from 
banks a loan equal to one-balf of the 
adjusted service. pay to which they 
would be entitled on the basis of $1 
a day for domestic service and $1,25 
a day for overseas service. 

In announcing the compromise agree- 
ment, Chairman Fordney said it prob- 
ably would be a week before all details 
of the loan provisions could be workea 
out and the original bill amended to 
conform to it. He expressed the opin-

Included in the proposed act 
is the provision for a me t ma- 
rine reserve .section and for certain 
merchant ships to fly a reserve. *

The bill would abolish all setae 
naval or marine corps reserve and es- 
tablish a naval reserve as a “compo- 
nent part” of the navy, consistihg of 
three classes,. the fleet reserve, the 
merchant marine naval reserve and 
the volunteer naval reserve. A sepa- 
tate section provides for reorganiza- 
tion of the present marine corps re- 
serve in conformity with the new 
plan. It would have two classes cor- 
responding to the fleet reserve and 
the volunteer reserve of the naval es- 
tablishment. 


Four-year Enlistments. 


All present members of the various 
ciasses of naval reservists, both of- 
ficers and men, afid the naval militia 
would be brought into the new sys- 
lem, officers not to be above the rank 
of lieutenant-commander except for 
“a small percentage“ in the rank of 
commander or captain, “for the re- 
} cruiting, — a udministration, 
training, inspection and mobilization 
of the naval reserve.” Enlistments 
in the reserve would be for four years 
while officers would hold their com- 
missions „during the pleasure of the 
president.“ 

Reservists of the first two l 
could be ordered to duty by the pres- 
ident in time of war or national emer- 
gency, to serve throughout the war 
or emergency, but in time of peace 
could be called ont only with their 
own consent except for prescribed 
training. While on duty or in uni- 
form they would be subject to navy 
regulations and orders. The volunteer 
would be liable for war duty only. 


Rates of Pay. 

While on active duty, except train- 
ing, they would receive the pay and 
allowances of their rank or grade in 
the regular service and a $100 cloth - 
ing gratuity would go to each officer 
when commissioned in the fleet re- 
serve, with an additional $50 allow- 
ance for each succeeding four years of 
vervice. In time of war every re- 
serve officer would receive $150 for 
uniforms. 

Any officer or enlisted man of the 
reserve injured in line of duty while 
on active, training or volunteer. serv- 
ice would be entitled to regular serv- 
ice benefits 

In war times reserve officers would 
be ranked next below the last regu- 
lur officer in each rank, taking their 
own order of seniority of service in 
ihe list, regular navy regulations as 
to promotions applying to the.entire 
list. 

In peace time the fleet reserve 
would be required to give fifteen days’ 
training service annually, receiving 
regular yay for that period. Those 
on actual flying duty for training 
oe receive the navy flying pay 
scale, 


Reserve Officers. 


Fleet reserve officers below the rank 
of lieutenant-commander and enlisted 
men attached to a division would re- 
ceive one-thirtieth of the monthly 
hase pay of thei: rank of rating for 
not more than five drills or equiva- 
lent training a month. Those not at- 
tached to such organized divisions 
would receive four-thirtieths of their 
base wy fer “satisfactory orm- 
nN duties assigned to them. Di- 

vision commanders would receive 
8240 a year in addition to the pre- 
scribed training pay. 

Fleet reserve officers above the 
rank of lieutenant-commander would 
leceive a year exclusive of 
training or active servicé pay. 

Lieutenant-comm anders and offi- 
cers of lower rank of the fleet re- 
serve would be wee into the 
volunteer reserve when 50 42 of 
age, while-commanders would go to 
the volunteer reServe at 55 years and 
captains at 60 years. 


To Fill Up Ranks. 


To fill up the fleet reserve, author- 
ity would be given to require a four- 
vear fleet reserve enrollment as a 
part and extension of each man en- 
-isting in the regular navy, assign- 
ment to the reserve to be made un- 
less the sailor re-enlisted. No active 
duty without their consent. would be 
required of men in the fleet reserve 
and they would receive $25 a year. 

Twenty years in the regular serv- 
ice would permit transfer to the fleet 
heserve. on a one-third pay basis. 
Thirty years’ service in the fleet and 
fieet reserve combined would mean 
retirement on half pay. 

Provision is made for members of 
existing naval militia organizations 
recognized by the = yy to join 
the fleet reserve in their existing 
rank or grade and for no further 
government support of naval militia 
outside the seserve thereafter. 


Reserve Pennant. 


Officers and men of the merchant 
marine reserve, not on active duty 
with the navy would receive a month’s 
base pay a year for performance of 
appropriate duties and would be 
transferred to the volunteer reserve 
or discharged within a year after they 
ceased to follow the sea. Officers 
would be eligible to honorary retire- 
ment without pay at 64 years of age.

Legislature Will Be Ask- 
ed to Allow Building and 
Maintenance of Roads in 
Small Towns. 


Tifton, Ga., March 2.—(Special.)— 
The decision from the attorney-gen- 
eral’s office that the state highway 
department has no authority to main- 
tain roads through incorporated town 
may prove a serious ‘handicap to the 


highways. 
It is well known that many of the 


to keep their streets in the condition 
of first class highways, and this 
would mean a break of a mile or two 
of bad road in every few miles of 
state-inaintained roads. In some 
places where incorporated towns are 
close together it will be necessary to 
transport machines and road working 
forces two miles to work a half-mile 
stretch. 

To remedy this situation the sug- 
gestion has been made that the gen- 
-eral assembly at its next session 
amend the law to conform with the 
federal regulation which provides 
that roads may be built and main- 
tained through towns of 2,000 popula- 
tion or less and in towns of larger 
population roads may be, built and 
maintained a distance of one mile in- 
side the incorporate limits where the 
houses in said incorporate limits along 
this road average 200 feet apart. This 
would not only solve a problem con- 
fronting forces but would bring uni- 


thorities. 


W. R. Neal, state highway engineer, 
said Thursday night that the general 
assembly will be asked at its next 
session to amend the Georgia law to 
conform to the federal road law which 
will permit the state highway depart- 
ment to build and maintain roads in 
towns of less than 2,500 population. 

Mr. Neel said, this relief is neces- 
sary in Georgia for the reasons pé@jnt- 
ed out in the story from Tifton. He 
said many little incorporated towns 
which have only a few houses will 
be found on a state highway and 
that in these towns the state cannot 
build or maintain the roads in the 
city limits and that it is seldom that 
the little towns have money enough to 
build and properly maintain the roads 
themselves.

in charge of the federal office here. 

“Due to the arrests that were made 
beginning December 10, and the con- 
victions that followed, I think At- 
lanta is in fine shape now in respect 
to the illicit sale of morphine and 
other narcotics,” said Mr. Middle- 
brooks Thursday.
